Applicant's arguments pertaining to the 112 1st paragraph rejection have been considered but were not found persuasive for the reasons 
advanced in the Final Office Action dated 6/3/05. Applicant's argument that 'microbial blocking quanities that can be used to obtain this 
effect are set forth in lines 16-19 on page 2\ is not persuasive since the microbial blocking quantities argued by Applicant are not recited 
in the generic claims. Applicant's argument that a 'readily implemented method for determining an effective dose of isoleucine is set 
forth in clear and easily understood language' is not persuasive since the instant process is not enabled so as to demonstrate how to 
measure and identify the specific microbes. Regarding the 103(a) rejection, Applicant argues 'Pedersen's compositions require the use 
of chelates of a metal ion, in which it is the metal ion that reduces microbial growth potential'. This argument is not persuasive since the 
presence of metal ions is considered equivalent to Applicant's invention (see for instance, instant claim 11). Regarding the Zeng 
reference, Applicant argued, 'Claim 1 component (B) excludes other amino acids as an additional pharmacologically active substance. 
The claims exclude mixtures of amino acids'. This argument was not persuasive since the mixtures taught by the prior art function in a 
similar manner as the components of the instant process. It is the Examiner's position that the additional ingredients of Zeng would not 
be detrimental. Also note that instant claim 1 1 permits additional pharmacological agents. 
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
